Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  my  fourth  Annual  Report  which  is  the  61st 
of  the  series  upon  the  health  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1940. 

The  lateness  of  the  report  is  due  mainly  to  the  increased  volume 
of  work,  chiefly  in  connection  with  Civil  Defence,  partly  to  illness 
amongst  the  Staff,  and  to  some  degree  as  an  inevitable  result  of  the 
delay  in  receiving  the  Registrar  General’s  statistical  returns. 

For  purposes  of  economy  the  Report  is  further  abbreviated  upon 
that  of  the  previous  year. 

Early  in  May  a  new  branch  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
was  opened  in  the  Lillington  area. 

Another  matter  worthy  of  mention  is  the  satisfactorily  completed 
agreement  with  the  contributory  associations  in  connection  with 
various  forms  of  in-patient  treatment,  whereby  the  Corporation  now 
receives  certain  rebates  in  respect  of  contributors  benefiting  under 
the  schemes. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  ready  co-operation 
of  other  officials,  the  loyal  assistance  rendered  by  my  staff,  and  the 
valuable  services  of  the  voluntary  helpers  in  connection  with  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work. 

As  Area  First  Aid  Commandant,  I  have  pleasure  in  recording 
my  indebtedness  on  behalf  of  the  Borough  to  the  Civil  Defence 
Casualty  Services  personnel  both  whole-time  and  part-time,  for  their 
keenness  and  steadfastness  under  varying  conditions.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1940 
was  543.  Of  these,  145  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  94  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  492,  giving  a  crude  Death-rate  of  14*8 
per  1,000. 

For  purposes  of  comparison,  the  need  is  obvious  for  the 
adjustment  of  the  Death-rate  according  to  the  age  and  sex  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  population.  The  Registrar-General  has  provided  the

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

Information  regarding  Nursing  Services,  Treatment  Centres 
and  Clinics,  Hospitals,  Homes  and  Dispensaries,  was  given  in 
the  Annual  Report  for  1930.  Any  alterations  therein  have  been 
reported  from  time  to  time.

There  were  no  changes  in  this  respect  during  the  year. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  the  same  as  described  for  the  previous  year.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  call  upon  the  help  of  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
normal  services  proving  to  operate  adequately. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILI1 IES. 

These  are  the  same  as  those  described  for  the  previous  year. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE . 

This  Sub-Committee  met  quarterly  throughout  the  year. 

A  Medical  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  made  a  tour  of 
inspection,  and  later  paid  another  visit  on  April  3rd  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  a  special  meeting  of  the  Sub-Committee  in  order  to 
place  before  them  her  recommendations. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Midwives  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  During  1940,  12  Midwives  notified  their  intention  to 
practise  in  the  Borough.  Of  these,  10  were  attached  to  insti¬ 
tutions  : — 

Warneford  Hospital  ...  7 

Nursing  Homes  ...  ...  3 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Warneford  Hospital  for  the  admission 
of  maternity  cases  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  In  1940, 
34  women  were  so  admitted  under  the  Council’s  scheme,  6  of  whom 
were  evacuees. 

This  shows  a  considerable  increase  over  the  number  of  8  for 
the  previous  year. 

In  October,  a  scale  of  payments  based  on  income,  was  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  was  adopted. 

One  death  occurred  during  the  year  in  consequence  of  child¬ 
birth,  the  cause  of  death  being  notified  as: — 1  (a),  Syncope,  (b), 
Prolonged  and  difficult  Labour  due  to  Stillborn  Hydrocephalic  male 
child  (3  weeks  overdue). 
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The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  252  women  at  the 
Ante-natal  Clinic  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  during  the  year  was 
1,002,  an  average  of  4  attendances  per  patient.  The  figures  for  the 
previous  year  were  273  and  825  respectively.  It  will  thus  be  noted 
that  a  smaller  number  of  women  made  a  greater  number  of  visits. 

48  women  attended  at  the  Post-natal  Clinic,  the  total  attend¬ 
ances  numbering  56,  as  compared  with  20  in  1939. 

Children  were  admitted  when  necessary  to  the  Warneford 
Hospital  from  the  Clinic  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  M.O.H. 
Mothers  and  children  were  also  occasionally  received  into  the 
Warwick  Hospital  under  similar  circumstances.  Upon  the  whole  it 
can  be  said  that  the  changes  necessitated  by  a  state  of  War  inter¬ 
fered  but  little  with  the  above  arrangements. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

During  the  year,  3,408  visits  were  paid  to  infants  and  3,175 
to  children  between  the  age  of  1  and  5  years,  and  also  903  other 
visits. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following : — 
Breast  fed,  205  ;  partly  breast  fed,  82  ;  bottle  fed,  71. 

29  births  notified  within  the  Borough  were  not  visited. 

137  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 

Of  408  births  reported,  136  were  attended  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners,  and  272  by  Midwives. 

Six  visits  are  paid  to  infants  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the 
first  year  as  follows  : — 14th  day,  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  6th  and  9th  months. 
Quarterly  visits  are  made  during  the  second  year,  and  half-yearly 
thereafter  up  to  school  age.  Additional  visits  are  made  as  may  be 
necessary. 
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INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

A  weekly  session  is  held  at  the  Health  Department,  but  mothers 
can  also  attend  daily  for  test  feeds,  minor  ailments  and  advice, 
between  9-0  and  10-0  a.m.  The  total  number  of  morning  atten¬ 
dances  during  the  year,  was  298  for  babies  and  622  for  toddlers. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Clinic  was  slightly  less  than 
in  1939  owing  to  the  inauguration  of  the  Lillington  Clinic.  The 
total  number  of  infants  and  toddlers  seen  during  the  twelve 
months  was  403.  Weighings  numbered  5,663  giving  an  average 
of  111  children  weighed  weekly. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  by  all  children  under  5  years 
of  age  was  5,794,  giving  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  113. 

1,680  treatments  were  given  for  minor  ailments,  etc. 

Of  the  395  births  notified  during  1940,  220  of  these  infants 
attended  the  Welfare  Centre,  representing  55%  of  all  the  births  in 
the  town. 

As  empowered  by  the  Milk  (Mothers’  and  Children’s)  Order 
the  Council  has  continued  to  supply  Milk  on  special  terms. 

A  scale  of  income,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has 
been  drawn  up  for  the  free  distribution,  or  sale  at  reduced  price,  of 
dried  Milk,  and  under  this  arrangement,  3,745  lbs.  have  been 
sold  at  cost  price  and  1,950  lbs.  have  been  given  away  free. 

1,766  tins  of  Colact  were  supplied  during  the  year  to  mothers 
and  toddlers. 

LILLINGTON  BRANCH  CENTRE , 

This  new  centre  was  opened  on  May  9th  and  fortnightly 
sessions  were  held  from  this  time  onwards  on  Thursday  afternoons. 

The  premises  hired  for  the  purpose  are  the  Lillington  Men’s 
Institution,  Lime  Avenue.  Certain  additional  equipment  was 
required  and  obtained. 

Attendances  numbered  356  giving  an  average  of  22  per  session. 
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CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION . 

The  number  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors  is  2,  both  being 
Health  Visitors  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Register  who  were  nursing 
children  for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  8. 

During  1940,  7  persons  notified  that  they  had  undertaken 
the  charge  of  children.  5  children  were  transferred  to  their  own 
parents,  and  3  were  legally  adopted. 

Reports  are  furnished  from  time  to  time  regarding  the  suitability 
of  local  persons  who  apply  to  adopt  children  through  the  National 
Adoption  Society. 

The  M.O.H.  acts  as  Honorary  Medical  Officer  of  the  South 
Warwickshire  Branch  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  and  as  such  attends  all  the 
monthly  meetings. 


ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINIC. 

This  is  held  on  two  mornings  a  week  at  the  Health  Department. 
17  school  children,  1  mother,  13  toddlers  and  6  babies  availing  them¬ 
selves  of  the  facilities  offered.  Those  under  school  age  made  a  total 
of  316  attendances.  264  by  toddlers  and  52  by  children  under  2  years. 

In  four  instances  treatment  was  discontinued  owing  to  infec¬ 
tious  disease  in  the  home,  two  others  left  the  town,  and  another  only 
attended  thrice. 

The  treatment  of  two  early  cases  of  Rickets  in  babies  was 
discontinued  by  the  mothers,  and  it  is  sad  to  record  that  deformities 
later  developed  requiring  intensive  general  and  special  treatment. 

The  majority  of  those  attending  derived  marked  benefit.  The 
cases  were  selected  chiefly  on  account  of  incipient  rickets,  anaemia, 
debility,  chest  conditions  and  enlarged  cervical  glands. 
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ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Warneford 
Hospital  80  cases  received  treatment,  32  of  which  were  children 
under  school  age.  In  addition,  early  cases  of  rickets  are  treated  at 
the  Council’s  Ultra-Violet  Light  Clinic,  and  cod  liver  oil,  splints, 
and  surgical  boots  and  irons  provided  for  necessitous  cases  free  of 
cost. 


One  child,  aged  18  months,  suffering  from  congenital  dis¬ 
location  of  the  hip,  was  admitted  to  Paybody  Convalescent  Home 
for  in-patient  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  in  1939,  and  continued  treatment  during  1940.  The 
Council  adopted  a  scale  of  payments  submitted  by  the  M.O.H. 
during  the  year. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

On  31st  December,  1940,  there  were  9  Nursing  Homes  on  the 
register  including  the  Warneford  Hospital.

SCHOOLS. 

There  is  nothing  of  special  note  to  report  with  reference  to 
these  during  1940.  All  make  use  of  the  town’s  water  supply. 
Action  taken  with  regard  to  infectious  disease  is  based  upon  the 
1927  Memorandum  issued  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Board  of  Education. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Water  of  the  town  is  derived  from  three  sources : — (a) 
The  Campion  Terrace  Well,  functioning  since  1878,  (b)  The 
Lillington  Well,  opened  in  1898,  (c)  The  Brewery  Well  in 
Lillington  Avenue,  purchased  by  the  Corporation  in  1935.  Their 
respective  distances  from  the  Town  Hall  are  0'6,  2,  and  1  miles. 

Monthly  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  and  generally  proved  satisfactory,  though  at 
one  period  of  the  year  the  bacteriological  analysis  caused  some 
degree  of  anxiety. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  between 
the  Waterworks  Engineer  and  the  M.O.H.  in  relation  to  all  matters 
directly  or  indirectly  liable  to  affect  the  water  supply. 

For  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes, 
some  52  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid.  During  the  year  a  further 
550  yards  of  new  town  water  mains  were  added.

Included  in  the  above  is  3,027,000  gallons  from  the  wells 
supplied  to  the  Warwick  Rural  District  Council. 


As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase 
of  12  million  and  4i  million  gallons  respectively  pumped  from  the 
Campion  Terrace  and  Lillington  Wells.  There  was  on  the  other 
hand  a  decrease  of  18^  million  gallon  drawn  from  the  River. 
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The  yearly  variation  in  the  consumption  of  water  per  head 
is  not  great,  but  of  latter  years  tends  to  show  a  slight  but  steady  rise. 
This  caused  a  good  deal  of  anxiety  in  responsible  quarters  owing  to 
the  depletion  of  the  wells  at  certain  periods.  For  1940  the  daily 
consumption  was  30’29  gallons  per  head  as  against  29'96  in  1939. 

In  addition,  river  water  to  the  amount  of  1*72  gallons  per  head 
was  supplied  to  residents,  or  including  that  to  Railway  Companies, 
4'6  gallons  per  head.

Comment. — The  results  detailed  above  show  that  all  three  waters  are 
organically  of  excellent  quality,  and  safe  for  use  as  Public 
Supplies. 


The  Manager  of  the  Pump  Rooms  reports  that  the  small 
swimming  bath  was  again  kept  open  during  the  Winter  months. 
The  total  number  of  those  using  both  baths  during  the  twelve 
months  ended  31st  December,  1940,  was  82,408.  The  average 
attendance  per  week  during  the  Summer  season  (May  to  September) 
was  4,280,  and  during  the  Winter  season,  218. 


There  are  no  privately-owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area  open  to  the  public.  Frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  the  swimming  baths  water  were  made  during  the 
year  and  proved  satisfactory. 


RIVERS. 

The  River  Learn,  which  runs  through  the  middle  of  the  town, 
rises  in  Northamptonshire  and  is  joined  by  the  Itchen  near  Marton, 
passes  through  Offchurch  and  Leamington,  and  joins  the  Avon 
between  the  Portobello  and  Warwick  Bridges.  The  river  Avon 
forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  town  for  a  little  over  half-a-mile. 


No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  with  regard  to  pollution  of  the  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

A  full  report  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  which  is  by 
means  of  Settlement  Tanks  and  Filters  on  land  at  Heathcote, 
was  contained  in  the  report  for  1929.  During  the  year,  the  general 
character  of  the  sewage  effluent  was  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints 
were  received. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cottages  in  the  Lillington  district, 
the  houses  throughout  the  town  are  supplied  with  water  closets.

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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  now  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Borough, 
one  in  Satchwell  Street  and  the  other  in  Clemens  Street,  both  for 
men  only.  43  visits  were  paid  to  them  during  the  year  and 
they  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  manner. 
No  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

There  are  no  bye-laws  regulating  these,  but  instances  not 
infrequently  occur  when  such  bye-laws  would  undoubtedly  prove 
useful,  especially  during  the  present  emergency. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES  PREMISES. 

Frequent  visits  to  the  only  two  places  in  the  Borough  where 
tripe  dressing  is  carried  on  showed  them  to  be  kept  in  a  cleanly 
condition. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  18  licensed  Slaughter  Houses  within  the  Borough. 
28  visits  were  paid  to  them  during  the  year,  most  of  them  being 
during  January,  as  after  that  month  slaughtering  was  carried  out  at 
the  abattoir  in  a  neighbouring  city  and  the  meat  distributed  locally 
to  traders  from  a  meat  11  pool  ”  set  up  in  Kenilworth  Street.  Local 
butchers’  shops  however,  continued  to  be  subjected  to  routine 
inspection  by  your  Inspectors.  29  slaughtermen’s  licences  were 
renewed  during  the  year,  and  three  new  licences  were  issued. 

The  number  of  carcases  examined  during  the  year  was  as 
follows : — 

Beasts,  23  ;  Calves,  2  ;  Sheep,  26, ;  Pigs,  84. 

Details  of  foodstuffs  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  32,  but  in  addittion  to 
this  841  lbs  of  beef  and  480  lbs  of  mutton  had  to  be  condemned  and 
destroyed  as  the  result  of  enemy  action  in  a  neighbouring  town, 
causing  the  meat  to  be  contaminated  by  glass  splinters.  About 
30,000  lbs  of  meat  suspected  of  being  contaminated  in  this  way 
were  sent  into  the  Borough  and,  with  the  help  of  Inspectors  from 
neighbouring  Authorities,  the  whole  of  the  meat  was  examined  and 
the  greater  part  salvaged  for  human  food.

Of  the  sixty-five  samples  of  Milk  submitted  for  analysis 
fourteen  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Only  one  case  of  added 
water  was  found,  the  others  being  cases  of  deficiency  in  Fat. 

In  the  case  of  the  added  water,  the  sample  was  found  to  contain 
8 %  and  was  obtained  from  a  producer-retailer.  In  consequence  three 
“  appeal  to  the  cow  ”  samples  were  taken  from  the  herd  belonging  to 
the  producer  and  all  were  found  to  be  genuine.  The  vendor  was 
cautioned. 

One  sample  was  deficient  of  20%  of  Fat  and  a  further  sample  from 
the  same  vendor  was  10%  deficient  in  Fat.  Three  samples  were 
taken  from  the  producer  who  supplied  milk  to  this  retailer.  Two  of 
these  samples  were  deficient  in  Fat  to  the  extent  of  26%  and  6% 
respectively  and  one  proved  to  be  genuine.  The  producer  was 
cautioned. 

Another  vendor  sold  milk  which  was  20%  deficient  in  Fat  and  a 
following  up  sample  from  the  same  source  was  found  to  be  10% 
deficient  in  Fat.  Upon  two  samples  being  taken  from  the  producer 
in  course  of  delivery  to  this  retailer,  each  was  found  to  be  deficient 
in  Fat  to  the  extent  of  10%  and  6%  respectively.  Two  further 
samples  were  taken  from  the  same  producer,  one  being  genuine  and 
the  other  10%  deficient  in  Fat.  The  producer  was  cautioned. 
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Two  other  samples  were  each  found  to  be  20%  deficient  in  Fat 
In  the  first  case  a  following  up  sample  was  also  found  to  be  6%  de¬ 
ficient  in  Fat.  In  the  other  case  a  subsequent  sample  proved  to  be 
genuine.  Both  these  vendors  were  cautioned. 

One  sample  of  Lard  was  adulterated  with  Cottonseed  Stearin. 
A  further  sample  from  the  same  source  was  found  to  be  genuine. 

Two  samples  of  Baking  Powder  were  found  to  be  deficient  in 
available  Carbon  Dioxide  to  the  extent  of  35%  and  25%  respectively. 
Both  these  samples  were  obtained  from  the  same  retailer  and  he  was 
cautioned.  A  subsequent  sample  was  found  to  be  genuine.  One 
sample  from  another  vendor  was  deficient  of  3.5%  of  Carbon 
Dioxide.

AGE  INCIDENCE.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 
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Became  notifiable  in  October. 
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During  1940,  the  M.O.H.  visited  30  cases  of  infectious  disease 
at  the  request  of  practitioners  who  called  him  in  consultation  in 
connection  with  the  diagnosis. 

Scarlet  Fever. —  Only  29  cases  were  notified  with  no 
deaths,  as  against  74  the  year  before.  This  is  a  very  mild  disease 
nowadays  compared  with  what  it  was  previous  to  the  year  1885. 


DIPHTHERIA. — Notifications  numbered  only  6  and  there  were 
no  deaths. 

Anti-toxin  can  be  obtained  at  any  hour  by  practitioners  free  of 
cost  from  a  certain  chemist  in  the  town,  so  that  early  serum 
treatment  is  always  available.  This  arrangement  has  been  in 
operation  locally  for  the  past  33  years. 

Immunisation  : — During  1940,  only  54  innoculations  were 
given  to  children  of  school  age,  15  children  completing  the  course  of 
3  doses  of  T.A.F. 

In  addition  34  innoculations  were  given  to  23  children  between 
the  ages  of  1  and  5  years,  1st  doses — 22,  2nd  doses — 6,  3rd  doses — 6. 

No  Shick  testing  was  performed  during  the  year.

HEATHCOTE  HOSPITAL  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

During  the  year,  160  cases  were  admitted,  which,  when  added 
to  the  23  remaining  in  Hospital  on  1st  January,  1940,  gave  a  total 
of  183  cases  under  treatment  during  the  twelve  months.  This  is  99 
less  than  in  1939.  No  deaths  occurred  as  compared  with  one 
the  previous  year,  5  in  1938,  and  9  in  1937. 

The  yearly  average  admissions  for  the  last  decennium  was  245, 
and  for  the  previous  one,  121.  The  number  remaining  in  Hospital 
on  31st  December,  1940,  was  15.  Five  cases  were  received  from 
outside  the  area  served  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board,  namely  from 
the  Stratford-on-Avon  Borough  and  Rural  District.

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Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  admissions  was  77,  of 
which  39  were  males,  and  38  females.

One  of  the  initial  symptoms  ushering  in  the  attacks  of  Scar¬ 
latina  was  vomiting,  which  occurred  in  27  cases  or  35%.  This 
demonstrates  the  importance  of  this  symptom  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis 
in  those  doubtful  cases  seen  for  the  first  time  after  the  rash  has 
faded  and  before  the  onset  of  desquamation.  Four  cases  or  5.2% 
had  suffered  a  previous  attack  of  Scarlatina.  Their  ages  were  26, 
23,  13  and  10,  and  the  first  infection  occurred  respectively  10,  8,  11 
and  5  years  previously.  Intramuscular  injections  of  Scarlatinal 
anti-toxin  in  doses  varying  from  5  to  20  c.cm.  were  administered  in 
20  instances.

Diphtheria. — 35  cases  were  admitted,  of  which  14  were 
males  and  21  females.  2  were  cases  of  Laryngeal  Diphtheria, 
whilst  2  others  were  convalescent  carriers  only.  One  of  the  latter 
had  been  discharged  as  cured  from  a  Fever  Hospital  in  the  North 
having  given  rise  to  a  serious  case  locally  in  the  meantime,  whilst 
the  other  was  a  missed  case  treated  at  home  and  was  admitted 
suffering  some  degree  of  paralysis. 

The  remaining  cases  were  faucial  diphtheria  and  included  some 
severe  ones,  but  all  made  a  good  recovery. 
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One  of  these  was  unusual  in  that  it  was  unilateral,  a  patch  of 
membrane  the  size  of  a  shilling  covering  one  tonsil  with  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  cervical  glands  on  that  side.  Another  child  aged  6, 
who  was  still  in  hospital  at  the  year  end,  was  an  air  raid  casualty 
suffering  from  shock  and  burns  of  the  arms  and  scalp.

Paratyphoid  Fever. — All  the  7  cases  of  this  disease  were 
Paratyphoid  B.  Of  these,  4  were  adults  in  the  twenties,  the  remain¬ 
ing  3  being  children  aged  2,  9  and  10. 

The  child  aged  9  was  a  very  severe  case  admitted  from  another 
hospital  with  open  wounds,  and  was  removed  home  at  the  parents 
request  after  10  days,  and  still  needing  active  treatment.  Only 
one  other  case  was  moderately  severe,  with  pyrexia  lasting  10  days, 
the  fever  in  three  other  cases  subsiding  before  the  end  of  a  week. 
In  the  remaining  two  there  was  only  slight  rise  in  temperature  for  a 
day  or  so  after  admission.  Diarrhoea  was  an  early  and  temporary 
symptom  in  5  of  the  cases,  and  initial  vomiting  occurred  in  3  in¬ 
stances.  The  typical  *  rose  spot  ’  rash  was  noted  in  4  cases  and  in 
2  only  was  there  enlargement  of  the  spleen. 

Rubella. — Of  the  9  cases  of  this  disease,  only  one  was  of  a 
moderately  severe  character  with  the  somewhat  unusual  although 
well  known  complication  of  multiple  arthritis  which  responded 
quickly  to  appropriate  treatment.  Early  mild  sore  throat  was  noted 
in  3  instances  and  coryza  in  2.  Other  symptoms  were  injected  con- 
junctivse  in  6  cases,  and  Adenitis  (occipital — 4,  post  auricular — 5). 
All  had  the  typical  rash,  although  2  had  been  sent  in  mistakenly  as 
measles.  The  ages  of  those  affected  were  between  17  and  24. 
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Erysipelas. — The  ages  and  sexes  of  these  patients  were  M. 
21,  F.  29,  F.  64,  F.  54,  F.  65.  The  face  was  affected  in  each  case 
and  one  or  both  ears  in  all  save  the  man.  The  latter,  a  soldier, 
was  interesting  in  that  he  had  only  been  discharged  from  another 
Fever  hospital  after  Scarlatina  two  days  previously.  The  common 
morphological  origin  of  these  two  types  of  infection  is  a  fact  which 
is  well  recognised. 

Pertussis. — 5  cases  were  admitted,  all  under  7  years,  3  of 
whom  were  still  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Whooping 
Cough  vaccine  was  administered  to  three  of  the  more  severe  cases. 
One  child  was  suffering  from  Chronic  Bronchitis  in  addition,  and 
another  was  an  air  raid  casualty  from  whom  a  piece  of  shrapnel 
was  removed  from  the  shoulder  whilst  in  hospital. 

Enteric  Fever. — Both  of  these,  young  adults,  had  severe 
attacks  with  high  Fever  for  two  to  three  weeks.  One  suffered  an 
abortive  attack  of  the  rare  complication  of  ‘  typhoid  spine.’ 

Tonsillitis. — Under  this  heading  is  included  ulcerative 
pharyngitis.  5  of  the  9  were  sent  in  as  Diphtheria  and  one  as 
Scarlatina.  The  remaining  3,  all  sisters,  were  admitted  under 
emergency  conditions  from  a  congested  refugee  shelter. 

MORBILLI. — In  addition  to  the  4  cases  of  Measles  one  was 
admitted  suffering  from  Scarlatina  at  the  same  time.  Anti- Measles 
serum  was  injected  in  3  of  the  cases.  One  patient  aged  3  sent  in 
as  suffering  from  Scarlatina  was  found  upon  admission  to  be  a  case 
of  Measles,  the  scarlatiniform  prodromal  rash  having  given  rise  to 
what  could  be  regarded  as  an  excusable  error  in  diagnosis.  That 
she  was  reported  to  have  had  Rubella  only  six  weeks  previously,  is 
in  accordance  with  the  established  fact  that  these  two  diseases  are 
distinct  entities,  and  that  one  does  not  confer  immunity  against 
the  other. 

Health  of  Staff. — No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred 
amongst  the  staff  during  the  year. 

Fosse  Hospital. — This  remained  closed  during  1940.

Of  the  cases  notified  this  year,  3  have  left  the  town,  10  have 
died,  and  27  remain  under  observation. 
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Control  of  Tuberculosis. — Our  work  continues  to  be  of 
the  same  character  as  in  past  years.  Disinfectant  is  supplied 
on  application,  and  the  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out 
whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to  another  house. 

Treatment. — This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  16  cases  (12  males  and  4  females)  have  been  sent  to 
Hertford  Hill  Sanatorium  ;  one  patient  was  treated  at  the  Warwick 
Hospital ;  and  two  at  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  Cyriax)  for  his  help,  more  especially 
in  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  among  School  Children. 

310  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  16  cases  were  notified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  24 
of  the  cases  notified  during  1940  were  attending  the  Dispensary.

DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING,  ETC. 

Premises. — The  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  after 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  any  other 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  where  the  medical  practitioner 
especially  desires  disinfection.  Also  after  deaths  from  notifiable  and 
non -notifiable  diseases  and  other  cases  if  deemed  necessary. 

The  two  main  methods  adopted  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  are 
by  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants.  As  to  which  method  is  used  is 
a  matter  of  expediency. 


Formalin  gas  is  used  for  the  former  and  for  liquid  disinfection 
a  formalin  spray  is  utilised. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — No  Council  houses  but  16 
other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  during  the 
year,  and  all  were  disinfested.  The  method  employed  in  each  case 
was  to  spray  the  woodwork  during  and  after  removal,  with  liquid 
insecticide  (either  “  Zaldecide  ”  or  “  Lawvercide  ”),  and  to  follow 
this  by  fumigating  the  room  with  disinfestator  blocks  (“  Fumoid”). 
The  tenants  were  able  to  remain  in  occupation  whilst  this  was 
being  done. 

No  return  cases  have  been  reported. 
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CLOTHING. — Disinfection  of  this  is  carried  out  at  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  Disinfecting  Station.  Infected  clothing,  etc.,  is  removed  by  a 
special  van  before  the  disinfection  of  the  premises. 

A  Washington -Lyons  disinfecting  apparatus  is  used  for  this 
work.  Leather  goods,  etc.,  which  do  not  stand  disinfection  by  steam, 
are  set  aside  and  treated  either  by  the  gaseous  method  or  the  formalin 


spray.
